Community Development Director Reese reports:

We have been working with the new manager at Walmart to obtain code compliance for
various building and safety issues;

Fireworks application for the 2014 CHS graduation has been submitted and approved. A
fire truck will be stationed onsite for spectator protection;

Golf Course Operations Director Ford reports:

Aerification of entire golf course has been completed.

Greens have been top dressed and fertilized.

Spot spraying for intrusive weed is ongoing.

This event is
scheduled for this Saturday the 31%. This is an alternative date from a rain out earlier in
the year.

soon.
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
